Cheap Shelter for Feeding Cattle 


on the Prairie 


(Dominion Experimental Farms 
note.) 


The usual apology for so few live 
stock seen on the average prairie 
farm.is the lack of capital, suitable 
buildings or shelters, fences, market 
facilities . and water supply. Of 
these, perhaps the greatest barriers 
to contend with ‘are the Jack of 
suitable buildings and abundant 
water supply. 


For the past few years the Indian 
Head Experimental Farm has con- 
ducted experiments in steer-feeding 
with the object of comparing vari- 
ous shelters, such as stable, the 
open corral with a high board fence, 
the straw-covered shed and. the 
bush or straw stack shelter. 


‘During’ the winters. of 1913-14 
and, 1914-15, which were rather 
mild, the -average daily. gain per 


steer winterced outside was 1:95’ and 
1,75. pounds: respectively. 


How- 
ever, the winter of 1915-16. was un- 


USaallse MWOonaan “und -—tbho—wrerage 
mean temperature for December; 
January and February was 5.40 
degrees. Nevertheless, the average 
daily gain per steer under: the vari- 
ous outside shelters was. 1.65. Ibs. 
It is obvious from. the above re- 
sults that the question of building: 
need not deter a man from entering 
the live stock business. Feeders clo 
relatively better outside than when 
housed in. expensive barns. With 
prairie hay at $10.00 per ton, and 
feed grain at 1144 cents per pound 
or $25.00 per ton, a fair average 
profit may be realized cach year, 
with manure as a by product. A 
market is thus. provided for the 
rough feeds and low-grade grain 
on the farm. 


Where natural. shelters such as 
scrub.and brush are not available, 
a corral with a board fence about 
seven feet high and a rough straw- 
covered shed, open to the south, 
will provide sufficient shelter’ from 
the stormy weather... These shel- 
ters are easily and cheaply con- 
structed on the average farm and 
will be found satisfactory for all 
classes of live stock. Well-fed 
cattle are not averse to cold weath- 
er providing they can get out of the 
wind. The shed and also a space 
in front should be kept well bedded 
with straw, and almost invariably 
the cattle will choose to lie in front 
except on very cold days.

Germany Willing to Quit 


—_—_—— 


For along while it has been rum- 
ored that Germany was anxious 
for peace, nnd there can be little 
doubt {hat she has done her very 
best to secure the intervention of 
neutrals for that purpose. In_ this, 
however, she failed, as the Allies 
forestalied her by the emphatic dec- 
larations that’ such neutral inter- 
vention wouid be considered an 
unfriendly act. It seems probable 
that, if the Verdun offensive had 
been succeesful, the capture of that 
city would have been seized as a 
pretext fera peace proposal; but 
the Verdun campaign was a failure, 
and it was followed by the Somme 
offensive, which revealed to Ger- 
many in startling fashion what the 
future had in store for her on the 
west. This certainly helped to 
strengthen her desire for peace, but 
she could not move then without 
seriously handicapping herself. Her 
temporary triumph in Roumania 
has, however, afforded her the 
greatly desired pretext for seeking 
peace, and last week she announced 
that she was willing to end the 
war. At first there was a feeling 
that the allies had ketter refuse 
point-blank to listen to any peace 
overtures at this time, but” cooler 


thought has suggested that it might} “” 


he well to hear what the German 
proposals are, It is conjectured 


that behind all the German boast- 


ful references to their ‘‘victories” 
their is such a deep-seated uneasi- 
ness in regard to the future as_ will 
compel her to grant many, if not 
all, of the fundamental Allied de- 
monds. The question is, what are 


|these demands? Belgium and Ser- 


bia must be restored and compen- 
sated; France must retain all her 
old territory, and, in addition, must 
have Alsace and Lorraine; Turkey 
in Europe must be wiped out or 
rendered incapable of further mis- 
chief; Italy must have the Italian 
portion of Austria; and Russia 
must: cither have Constantinople 
or some equivalent. But; more 
important than all of these, there 
must be some guarantee that Germ- 
any will never again repeat her at- 
tempt at world-power. Is Germ- 
any willing to accede to such de- 
mands? We hope shcis, but if she 
is it is only because she is at present 
in amuch more precarious condition 
than her worst enemies had dared 
to hope. One thing is sure, Germany 
is not seeking peace because she 
has conquered, but because she has 
failed, and she realizes that the 
future means for her only direst and 
most humiliating defeat.--Guardian

Ottawa, Dee. 22.—The western 
provinces have been requested to 
relieve the Royal Northwest Mount- 
ed Police of provincial duties so 
that the foree may be in a position 
to devote its @nergies to the en- 
forcement of federal ordinances and 
for war work. As a consequence, 
the provinces are to undertake the 
organization of provincial police for 
the duration of the war. 


The change has been rendered 
necessary owing to the additional 
boundary patrol work necessitated 
by the war. 

Tor instance, the Mounted Police 
have reappeared in Manitoba since 


‘| the war commenced after 15 years’ 


absence from the provinee. In ad- 
dition to the work there are many 
new duties imposed on the force 
through the provision of tht War 
Measures’ act. 


It has been found difficult. to 
keep the force up to strength owing 
to the heavy enlistments. Many 
members of the force are leaving 
from time to time as their three- 
year term of office expires. 


Consequently, Alberta and Sask- 
atchewan will have to organize pro- 
yincial police.
